Snapping Out Of A Basketball Scoring Slump 


Sometimes a player finds that 
for no apparent reason his shoot- 
ing accuracy, which he figured 
suddenly 


was going great guns, 
goes all to pieces, He begins to| 
feel that he couldn’t sink the 


ball, even if he got on top of the 
basket and dropped the ball. If 
this happens to you remember 
these things. 

(1) Check to see if you “tighten 
up” and are shooting with tight 
muscles. 

(2) Watch carefully and see 
just how you are missing—ask 
yourself, “Am I shooting too much 
to the left of the basket or the 
right? Am I shooting too high or 
too soft?” By doing this you will 
discover What to do to correct 
your error. 

(3) Make sure you check up 
on your “fundamentals.’’ Most 
players acquire incorrect habits | 
as they play and unles they go 
back and look to see if their 
fundamentals are still being per- 
formed correctly, their skill will 
continue to lessen. 

Tests show that every time a} 
player (even a great star) stages | 
a check-up as suggested, his play 
shows definite improvement for 
the next few weeks. So, don’t 
forget—check on your shooting

fundamentals at regular intervals. 


This same idea works equally well | 


with regard to your passing, drib- 
bling or any other part of your 
game. 


Watch the Puck 

Many offensive opportunities are 
lost when the player fails to keep 
his eye on the puck, Since the 
puck can move so quickly from 
one place to another, unless the 
player has his eyes on it he may 
well lose a golden opportunity.

Garden Notes 


For Amateur Gardeners 


Planning 


In planning a general layout 
small or large, there are some 
good general and fundamental 
rules to keep in mind, First of all 
we should know something about 
the final height of the flowers, 
shrubs and trees and in general 
keep the smaller things in the 
front, so all may be seen. Color 
and time of blooming should be 
noted to prevent clashes, though 
nature can mix these things more 
pleasingly than can man. But 
more serious than color clashing 
is no color at all, By checking 
with the seed or nursery catalogue 
for the time of blooming it is pos- 
sible to have a_ succession of 
flowers from the earliest snow 
drops in the spring until the last 
chrysanthemums in the fall. 

Another general rule mentioned 
previously is to avoid straight 
rows wherever possible with 
flowers and shrubs but rather to 
plant in clumps of two or three 
of each type and more, of course, 
with smaller things.

These bulletins are 
non-technical and are crammed 
with valuable hints about the 
special likes and dislikes of 
flowers, vegetables, shrubbery, 
trees and vines. There are others 
that deal fully and simply with 
special jobs, like the construction 
of hot beds or cold frames, the 
purpose and handling of commer- 
cial fertilizers, sprays and dusts, 
and the control of weeds. With all
